Henry,  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Andrew,  Holborn,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex, 
Doctor  of  Physick,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Sacred  Majesty  George  the  Second,  by  the  grace  cf 
^  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  &  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  by 
His  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  at 
Westminster,  the  Seventeenth  day  of  February,  in  the  seventeenth  year  of 
His  reign,  reciting,  that  whereas  the  said  Peter  Henry  had,  by  his  petition, 
humbly  represented  unto  His  said  Maty  that  he  had,  with  study  and  applicacon, 
Iq  at  a  great  expence,  found  out,  invented,  and  made  “A  certain  Chymical  Prepa¬

Numbers  more  of  His  said  Majesty’s  Subjects  in  those  Nervous  Disorders;” 
His  Majesty  did,  therefore,  of  His  especial  grace,  certain  knowledge,  and  mere 
motion,  give  and  grant  unto  me,  the  said  Peter  Henry,  my  executors,  admors,  and 
assigns,  His  especial  lycence,  full  power,  sole  priviledge  and  authority  to  make, 
qq  use,  exercise,  and  vend  his  said  Invention  within  that  part  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  called  England,  Dominion  of  Wales,  and  Town  of  Berwick-upon- 
Tweed  ;  to  hold  to  me,  the  said  Peter  Henry,  my  executors,  admors,  and 
assigns,  for  the  term  of  fourteen  years  from  the  date  of  the  said  Letters  Patent ; 
in  which  said  Letters  Patent  is  contained  a  proviso,  that  if  I,  the  said  Peter 
Henry,  should  not  particularly  describe  and  ascertain  the  nature  of  my  said 
Invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  by  an  instrument 
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Henry  s  Chemical  Preparation ,  called  the  Nervous  Medicine. 

in  writing  under  my  hand  and  seal,  and  cause  the  same  to  he  inrolled  in  the 
High  Court  of  Chancery  within  four  calendar  months  after  the  date  of  the 
said  Letters  Patent,  that  then  the  said  Letters  Patent,  and  the  liberties  and 
advantages  thereby  granted  should  cease  and  become  void,  as  in  and  by  the 
said  Letters  Patent  (relation  being  thereunto  had),  may  more  fully  and  at  large  5 
appear. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  I,  the  said  Peter  Henry,  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
provisoe  in  the  said  Letters  Patent  contained,  do  hereby  describe  and  ascertain 
the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  same  is  to  be 
performed,  as  follows  (that  is  to  say) : —  ^  0 

My  said  medicine  is  composed  of  assafoetida,  amber,  myrr,  Peruvian  bark, 
and  salt  of  tartar,  which  are  all  to  be  mixed  together  and  pounded  in  a  mortar, 
and  then  the  medicine  is  extracted  from  it  with  spiritus  initimus  by  a 
chymical  process,  and  is  to  be  administred  to  the  patient,  if  a  grown  person, 
in  the  quantity  of  four  spoonfuls  three  times  a  day,  and  so  in  proportion  to  1 5 
persons  of  more  tender  years ;  and  it  operates  by  a  gentle  perspiration  and  a 
large  discharge  of  wind  out  of  the  stomach  and  bowells,  giving  imediate 
leleife  in  violent  pains  in  the  head,  and  strengthening  the  whole  nervous  system
